WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Dissatis- 
fied with the progress made toward 
solution of the peace treaty tangle, 
eenators of both politicul parties mov- 
ed today to bring greater pressure on 
their party leaders for qa compromise 
to insure ratification, promptly on the 
re-assembling of congress eariy ii 
January. 

The mild reservation group of re- 
publicans, notifying their party lead- 
er, Senato- Lodge of Massachussets, 
that in their op'nion the time had 
dome to part company with the ir- 
reconcilable foes of the treaty, de- 
clared that unless comprom'se nego- 
tiations got more whole-hearted sup- 
port from the republican side they 
were preparing to act independently 
for an agreement with the democrats. 

Wilson Criticized 

Among the democrats, the move- 
ment was not so well defined, but 
criticism of the course of President 
Wilson and Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska, the acting democratic leader, 
reached proportions where some pre- 
dicted that it would soon be given 


| tangible form. 


One prominent democratic senator 
was said to have told the republicans 
that more than thirty of the forty 
seven on the side would join a move- 
ment to ratify the treaty at once on 
the best terms they could get.

NOVEMBER CATCH 
ON PACIFIC AND 
ATLANTIC COASTS 


Value Is $133,955 Less Than in 
November of Last 
' Year 


OTTAWA, Dec. 26.—The total value 
of sea fish at the port of landing on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
during November was $2,138,513, as 
against $2,272,468 for the same month 
in 1919. The value of the Brit'sh 
Columbia catch was over $300,000 
greater than in November of last 
year, but this was offset by a great 
drop in value of the Bay of Fundy 
sardine catch. Owing to unremuner- 
ative prices, the sardine fishery was 
not prosecuted with the usual vigor, 
and consequently the catch amounted 
to not more than 8,300 barrels, as 
compared with 65,000 barrels in No- 
vember, 1918, In spite of unfavor- 
able weather cond'tions on the Pa- 
e!fic coast the salmon catch was 70, 
000 cwt. greater than in November 
1918. The herring catch also was 
greater by over 6,000 cwt. while the 
halibut catch shows an increase of 
1,700 cwt.

Magistrate Askwith Found Com- 
pany Guilty of Transporting 
Liquor into Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Dec. 26.—The Canadian 
Express company, through Messrs. H,. 
G, Guthrie and Redmond Code, has 
given notice of an appeal against the 
decision of Magistrate Askwith on 
December 17th. His worship found 
the company guilty of transporting 
liquor into Ottawa, defining Ottawa a 
prohibited area under the Ontar'o 
Temperance act, and-contrary to the 
Domin'‘on order-in-council of Febr- 
uary 24th, 1919. The case is regard- 
ed in many quarters as a test of the 
validity of the order-in-council. The 
shipment, which was seized Novem- 
ber 18th, was consiened by Boivin 
Wilson company, of Montreal, to the 
Country club on the Aylmer road and 
consisted of champarne and sauterne, 
yalued at $1,200. On December 17th, 
his worship gave a dee'sion ag 
the company, finding it guilty and 
4mposing a fine of $200 and costs.

Dream of National Home for the

LEASING OF 
SCHOOL LANDS 
IN THE WEST 


All Permits in Manitcba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta Now on 
Yearly Basis 


OTTAWA, Dec. 26.—A change in the 
method of leasing school lands in Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta !s 
provided for in an order-in-councti 
now gazetted. The order which for- 
merly governed grazing permits on 
school lands in those provinces is res- 
cinded and it is provided that all per- 
mits shall be on a yearly basis, termin- 
ating April 1, at a rental of ten cents 
per acre per annum, subject to change 
at the discretion of the minister of the 
interior. The permitee shall not graze 
any other than his own stock, neither 
shall he assign or transfer any interest 
in the permit without the consent of 
the minister being first obtained. He 
must place on the land at least one 
head of stock for every thirty acres of 
land included in the permit. The 
erection of fences and temporary build- 
ings only is permitted and any renew- 
als shall be from year to year at the 
discretion of the minister. A permit 
to cut hay for his own use may be 
secured by the permitee free, but to 
cut hay for barter he must secure & 
permit for which he shall pay an 
office fee of fifteen cents and fifty

Subsequently, on the motion of 
Trustee Cushing, {t was decided that 
the board should divide its insurance 
at the rate of 75 per cent. to the 
“board"’ companies and 26 per cent. to 
the “non-board” companies. 

The difference between the rates of 
the two classes of Insurance companies 
are: The “board” companies tender to 
the school board is $1.09 per $100 and 


the “non-board” companies 90c_ per 
$100. Both are for three years. 
Previously the board has insured 


with local “board” companies included 
in the Western Canada Fire Under- 
writers’ association. The question of 
a change was brought up by the offer 
of a group of seven “non-board” com- 
panies to insure at the rate given above 
that is 90c per $100. The seven com- 
panies were: United States Fire In- 
surance company, New York; New

Province Is Divided Into Four Districts, With Energetic Officers in 
Charge—Colonel Smith, the Comptroller, Describes the 
Nature of Undertaking Being Carried Out

Lt.-Col, Clarence F, Smith, comp- 
troller of the Knights of Columbus 
reconstruction and employment ser- 
vices, announced that Atberia has 
been divided into four districts for ihe 
carrying on of post-war work, with 
Messrs, J. D, Sullivan, H, W. Lunney 
and J. D tyan composing the Cal- 
gary committee In the following 
statement to the Calgary Herald, Col. 
Smith destibes the work that will be 
done:— 

“Iam very glad to say a few words 

descriptive of the work carried on by 
the Knights of Columbus Catholic 
army huts tn Alberta We all re- 
member that a little over a year ago 
the people of Canada made a very 
generous response to this organiza- 
tion's appeal for funds for work 
among the soldiers overseas. The 
response In Alberta was particularly 
magnificent, this province” giving 
twice the amount asked for, 
“Shortly after the campaign closed 
the armistice was signed, demobdiliza- 
tion commenced, the men were re- 
turning home, and the work already 
under way overseas had to be carried 
on in Canada instead of in France 
and England 

“Between January and June, 1919, 
the K. of C. Catholic army huts es. 
tablished clubs for returned soldiers 
{in the demobilization centres in all 
the provinces except Alberta. In these 
clubs everything possible was done 
for the returning soldiers, 

The Work in Alberta, 

"In the province of Alberta, how- 
ever, those in charge of the work for 
the Catholic army huts, and the ex- 
ecutive members of the different 
commands of the Great War Veter- 
ans’ Association, felt that the estab- 
lishment of clubg was not the best 
way in which this Knights of Colum- 
bus fund could aid the returned gol- 
diers in their effort to become re- 
established here, but another branch 
of work has ben undertaken. 


Four Districts Formed.

Why Punish the Innocent? 

One of a trio of ‘‘steel king’’ 
German brothers has been sen- 
tenced by a court-martial at Am- 
iens to ten years’ imprisonment, 
fifteen years in exile, and a fine 
of ten million franes, for destroy- 
ing French factories, The im- 
prisonment is deserved, and France 
will be able to use the ten million 
franes, but why the term in exile, 
and where? If he is not to live in 
Germany he must live somewhere 
else. Upon what eountry do the 
Allies intend to inflict him? 


The Christmas Trade- 

It is unlikely that Christmas 
trade in the city ever ran to so 
large a volume as this year, The 
eash returns would not, of course, 
correctly show the gain in the 
number of purchases or in the 
quantity of goods which changed 
hands, for prices of nearly all 
things are in advance even of re-} 
cent holiday prices, and on some 
lines out of all comparison to nor- 
mal value or real worth.

What About the Canners? 

The board of commerce is to} 
make inquiry into the arrange-| 
ment between the canners and ‘the | 
wholesale grocers by which the 
latter are given a rebate on orders 
placed a year in advance: Why the} 
limitation to this braneh of the} 
subject? Of all the interests sus-| 
pected of unfairly treating the 
public in the matter of prices the 
“oanners’ combine’’ perhaps holds} 
first place in the popular estima- 
tion, and of all the supposed of- 
fences of the canners that of grant- 
ing a discount on advance orders 
is probably the one the public are 
least troubling themselves about. 
The major complaint that is com- 
monly made and as commonly be- 
lieved is that the eanners fix the 
prices of their products all the} 
way from the factory to the con- 
sumer, thus eliminating competi- 
tion among dealers and diciating 
retail prices. This claim may be 
right or it may be wrong If it 
is correet the board of commerce 
should be able to free the mer-} 
shants from the grip of the can- 
aers. Uf wrong the board should! 
tree the canners from an unjust} 
ind nation-wide suspicion, And 
whether right or wrong the board 
should find out and let the public 
cnow.

As To Liquor. 


With the New Year the order- 
in-eouncil lapses which forbids 
the shipment of liquor from one 
province to another: So far as Al- 
berta is concerned we will then re- 
turn to the anomalous condition 
which prevailed before the order 
was passed. There will be nothing 
in the law to forbid a resident of 
the province buying liquor outside 
the province and having it ship-

possession of it or to have it upon

North West Mounted Police began in 
| June, 1874, when the newly organized 
lforce of 300 men marched frow the 
banks of the Red River out :nco the 
unknown to assist the recently acquir- 
fed authority of Canada over wild in- 
dians and wilder white men fhrough- 
out a region as large as France 
and Germany combined, Ili was 4 
‘large order, but the goods; were de- 
llivered then—and for more than 40 
jyears afterwards; until the exigencies 
of the great war Ccadied the durce vv « 
seas in 1917, and 80 gwriousy Clos- 
fed a record that for unsullied honor 
and eflicient service has no superior 
land few equals in the world’s his ory. 

For nearly half a century through- 
out Canada’s great plains the red 
coat of the mounted policeman Was 
the visible and definite assurance that 
right was might. A red speck on the 
horizon was notice to both weak and 
strong, honest and dishonest, that the 
rule of law prevailed; while experience 
taught white men and red that “law” 
|meant even handed justice as be- 
tween man and man without fcar cr 
favor, 

The red coat was evidence that 

wherever the wearer was he was there 

with authority. In any other coiur he 
might have escaped hostile observa- 
tion. Not so when clad in red. The 
motto of the force was “Maintain 
lright.” Itg duty was to protect from 

{dnjustice. In the discharge of that 

duty the uniform was notice (hat the 


wearer spoke for the Dominion cf 
Canada and that behind his ‘say 0” 
we 


was the might and traditions of 
British Empire. 

The Mounted Police came on the 
scene only five years after Sir Wiilia.n 
Butler in his famous book of travel 
had qruly ard graphically characteriz- 
ed the Canadian® prairie west ay the 
Great Lone Land. In 1917 when the 
force was enlisted as a unit in the 


great war, the Great Lone Land was | 


occupied by a million and a half of 
people, enjoying conditions of civili- 
zation second to none on either con- 
tinent; and prominent among those 
conditions was respect for life and 
property, for law and order, in mea- 
sure not exceeded in any part of any 
other country in the world. Through 
lall the many changes occurring dur- 
ing the 40 years of Mounted Police 
presence and responsibility the re- 
cord was ithe same—excepting ithe 
one instance of the rebellion of 1886. 
On that occasion 5,000 soldiers and 
five millions of money was needed to 
demonstrate the supremangy of Can- 
ada, where for ten years before and 
for thirty years after the few hundred 
men of the Mounted Police did that 
efficiently and successfully. 

The success of the force was not 
because of favoring or favorable con- 
ditions, No more wildly impossible 
undertaking was ever staged than the 
establishment of Canadian authority 
and Canadian law throughout the Can. 
adian prairies by a handful of 300 
mounted police. The character ot 
the chanceg taken im 1874 were dis- 
closed by the events of 1885, The 
population consisted chiefly of warring 
tribes of Indians, of whom the Black- 
feet confederacy was the most /mport- 
ant, the most warlike and the most in- 
tractable. Even the Hudson's Bay 
company had never been able to estab- 
lish amicable relations with them in 
their own country. Next ito tthe In- 
dians in numbers were scattered set- 
tlements of half breeds, who lived 
by the chase, no less warlike al- 
though more tractable than the In- 
|dians, Then a few white and half 
breed traders and missionaries, and 
last and least the commencement of 
white gettlement at iPrince Albert 
and Edmonton. An imaginary line 
separated Canada from the United 
/@tates for a distance of 800 miles, 
South of that line strategic points 
were garrisoned by thousands of U.S. 
lsoldiers, an almost continuous con- 
dition of Indian warfare grevailed 
jand the white population in large 
measure ran free of the restraints of 
established authority. There had been 
an overflow of “bad men" from 
Montana into what is now southern 
Alberta and southwestern Saskatche- 
|wan, who repeated in Canada ‘the ex- 
|ploits by which they had made Mon- 
}tana infamous. In large measure 
j world opinion took for granted that 
Jawlessness must accompany pioneer 
conditions, Canada's Mounted Police 
force was ithe cha'lenge to that idea. 
| How was it possible for such a mera 
{handful of men to establish on one 
side of the boundary a condition as to 
observance of law so utterly different 
from that prevailing on ‘the other 
lside? It was not because of any re- 
markable or extraordinary gifts or 
labilities {n the matter of prairie scout- 
ing or Indian fighting. The men had 
been recruited in eastern Canada, 
\(hey were sound physically and alert 
mentally, but they were new to prairie 
life. In the first and most critical 
years of their duties they were not 
{the equals in prairie craft of the law 
| Mreakers with whom they had to 
deal. 

The situation was difficult 
extreme. A false step would have 
mrecked the project, destroyed the 
fforce and plunged Canada into an 
Indian or a border war or probably

‘both. To the undying credit of Col 
MacLeod, who was at the head of 
\the force during its most difficult 


years, no false step was made, 
Amongst all people there is a major- 
ity whose interests are best served by

other except as an act of war and no 
one at that time wanted war. The

Listening to the Barking of Hounds on a Distant Island. 


The deep music of a deerbound’s 
voice came faintly down the wind, 
shortiy it blended with the sharper 
voice of a hunting Airedale, The 
scream of a hungry cougar {s not 
more terrifying to the timid decr of 
the British Columbia coast than the 
bay of the hounds on the trail. 
When they hear it they get up and 
g0—atraight for water.

Hardy Island 1s the city of refuge 
to all the deer that know about it. 
Three years ago it was good hunt- 
{ng grounds. To-day it is taboo to 
men with guns, and hell pops, as the 
Saying goes, if men with both guns 
and dogs appear, it !s unlawfu! to 
hunt deer with dogs in British Col- 
umbia, but it ts still done in certain 
districts, in spite of law. Two years 
ago, or perhaps slightly more than 
that, Mr. C, J. Leyland of England 
purchased Hardy Island, a gem of 
land situated just off Nelson Island 
at the mouth of Jervis Inlet. He 
bought {t to experiment with Brit- 
ish trees in the B.C. climate. There 
were 2,500 acres of rich lands and 
forests, and there was a good 
orchard, He placed a watchman, 
Tom Brazil, on the property and did 
no more toward development, pre- 
ferring to await the end of the war.

DISCIPLINE 
FOR THE MIND 


One of Best Audiences Musical 
Lecturer Ever Had Was 
Group of Engineers. 


It is not right to be always dwelling op 
the beauty of music. ‘Too little is said 
ubout its disciplinary effect on the mind 
It is, therefore, pleasing to read that the 
latter side is not overlooked by Alexander 
Russell, Director of Music at Princeton 
University, in a recent address on the unml- 
evsity’s attitude towards music. 

Mr. Russell, after speaking of 
portance of cultivating good listeners 
which after all make up at least say 90 
per cent. of the people, goes on to say: 
“The study of physics has a disciplinary

effect on the mind, consequently it is in- 
cluded in many college courses, Dhysics 
involves acoustics und vibrations, and 
acoustics and vibrations are the genesis 
of musical sound, Further, the laws of 
vibrations are the laws of music and op 
them is based all musical construction 


student of physics, whether 
he knows it or not, is really studying the 
basic principals of music, both in the 
class-room and the laboratory. It would 
be a simple matter to link up the study 
of physics (which inyolyes these funda- 
mental principals of music) with the 
broader study of music as an art. Thus 
we must admit that the study of music in 
certain of its phases can possess a dis- 
ciplinary value. 

“Take mathematics, I 
listen intelligently to a 
phony without employing, consciously or 
unconsciously, a mathematical process of 
analysis. In fact, counterpoint is mathe- 
matics—applied mathematics if you will. 
Further, any one who performs one of 
the higher forms of musical composition 
must submit his mind to the most severe 
discipline, It even involves a measure of 
stern self-control to listen to certain kinds

W. J, Henderson once told me 
that one of the most attentive audiences 
he ever lectured to on music was made up 
of engineers, I do not mean the loco- 
motive variety that has strikes and walk- 
ing delegates, but the kind that has club- 
houses und builds bridges You see, he 
talked the mathematics of music to them- 
and they were on familar ground, mucb 
tc their surprise. 

“Why go on with this evidence? There 
are untold and as yet undreamed-of 
treasurers of mental training in the study 
of music, The surface has been merely 
scratched, 

“Lut in the last analysis, the highess 
missiou of music is anesthetic and not dis- 


ciplinary, I fear that a generation of 
students trained in the scfentifie and

Question of Authority, 


Cuticura Way There remains the question, now 
before the justice department, how 
far the Dominion parliament has 


authority to pass legislation limiting 
the hours of labor, Among legal 
authorities here, the view is held, that 
if the proposal were one of legislat- 
ing from the beginning, so to speak, 
jurisdiction would lie with the pro- 
vincial jegislatures. A new situation 
has arisen, however, as a result of 
the treaty of Versailles. In that treaty 
Canada, along with the other nations 
represented at the peace conference, 
formally recognized the principle of 
the 8-hour day and the 48-hour week. 
Such being the case, according to 
statements of authorities here, it 
might be argued that the Dominion 
parliament has no jurisdiction, seeing 
that the proposal would be one giv- 
ing effect to an international treaty. 
There is no doubt that the labor men, 
when they interview the government 
carly in the new year, will press for 
federal legislation 

In preparation for the session, the 
various departments now have their 
estimates well under way.

IN ITS SUPPLIES 


Sale of Beer and Spirits is Re- 
stricted, and Strength Lower 
Than Before War 


London, Dec. 12.—(By Mail)—The 
end of one year of peace finds the 
United Kingdom still working under 
many of the war-time restrictions af- 
fecting the ordinary living conditions. 
although large numbers of the orders 
have been rescinded and others have 
been modified. 

So far as food {fs concerned, only 
sugar and butter are now rationed. 
The regulations regarding the amount 
of meat which might be purchased 
were removed only a few days ago, 
@bout one year after the close of the 
war. The consumption of liquor how- 
ever, is being held down rigidly under 
the oid rules. Necessities still ration- 
ed, which vitally concern the home, 


|include coal, gas and electrcity. The 
|shrtage f fuel has been causing cn- 
siderable hardship both to the jndi- 


vidual and to the industry. 


Exprts are Cntrlled. 

Apart from the matter of food and 
fuel, the Board of Trade is maintain- 
ing control of the exportation and im- 
portation of a long list of articles 
The ban has been removed from some 
goods but this has been mainly inthe 
case of things, importation of which 
had been forbidden and of which the 
country found itself short 

Removal of restrictions on most of 
|the food necessities has not solved the 
living problem of the masses however. 
There is still a great shortage of many 
things, and, moreover, prices, which 
went down last summer, have now 
mounted to about where they were at 
the signing of the armistice. 

The increase is attributed partly to 
the world scarcity of necessities, 
partly to the augmented demand from 
the recently belligerent countries, and 
partly to inflated currency and ad- 
verse foreign exchanges. The last 
named have had a pronounced influ- 
ence on prices, and jt is the belief of 
economic experts that food canngt 
become much cheaper until theseMre 

adjusted, even though there is an in- 
crease in production, 

The butter ration is placed at one 
and one-half ounces for each person 
per week. This refers to the imported 
product only, there being no restric- 
tion on the use of home-made butter, 
As a matter of fact, virtually no but~ 
ter is being made in the United King- 
dom these days, so that the consumer 
has to depend upon margarine and 
foreign butter. 

Little Butter to be Had. 

The reason there Is so little home 
produced butter on the market is that 
the retail prices, approximately 60c. 
a pound, bears no relation to ‘the 
actual cost of butter to the farmer 
This month farmers can sell milk at 
64 cents a gallon, and it takeg 2 1-2 
gallons of milk to produce a pound 
of butter, If English butter were sell- 
ing at its true economic yalue it would 
be about $1.24 per pound. 

Until recently the sugar ration was 
twelve ounces for each person per 
week, but owing to the shortage this | 
allowance has been decreased to eight 
ounces, and is expected to remain at 
that mark for many months. The 
amount allowed to the confectionery 
and sweets trades has been reduced 
by 265 per cent, and a further reduc- 
tion fs expected with the new year.
